Starting @radually with symp- 
toms much like those of aa 
onlinary cold, it stradily grows 
worse until the typical whoop 
devilops. Coughing attacks 
are osevero and are often 
followed by vomiting. After 
a weele or so of this, the child 
is not only exhnusted from the: 
repented coushing but weakencd 
by poor nutrition, : . 


Until now we have hod ne 
speciie treatment for this 
disease, though streptomycin has 
been used with benefit. in many 
instane:s, and penicillin has 
proved a great boon In checking 
the pneumonin which is ono of 
ihe = most dang rous com 
Plicaifons of whooping cough.

Before trying the aurcomycia 
{n human beings, 1, was ured 
in animals infeet'd with whoop- 
ing cough. It was rhown that 
in these animals the aureomycia 
ddlayed the time of death Ie 
many instances and in somo 
cases prevented the death of 
the animals. 


Following thea: experiments, 
the aureomycin was used 
in the treatment of 20 paticnts 
with whooping cough, The 
results obtained wer: compared 
with those in a larger group of 
patints treated In other ways,

It was found, in general, 
that this troalment  shortencd 
ths course of the disease, Ia 
casey treated carly, th: results 
were dramatic, in that complete 
recovery followed o few days 
of treatment, and im all jp- 
stances there woo 2 - gradun) 
lesstning of. the number - and.

PEP-DRUGS FOR HORSES-POS!

PROBLEM 


‘And greyhound vet asks

BIRMINGHAM. 
EP-DRUGS, which may 
be able to boost the 
speed and endurance of 
racehorses, greyhounds, and 
athletes to a degree never 
possible before, have been 
discovered accidentally dur- 
ing meticnl experiments, 1 
learned from British Asso- 
ciation scientists mecting 
here. . 

Sports officials will have 
difficulty in settling the con- 
troversial question whether 
such drugs should be banned 
or not, since they fall into 
the eategory of “tonics.” 

British racing authorities 
suspect that some French 


and Irish trainers are al- 
ready making regular use 
of one of these drugs, 
which is in commercial pro- 
duction for medical pur- 
poses. 


If the drugs are banned, 
race-track oflicials may be 
unable to stop unscrupulous 
trainers using them, The 
drugs occur naturally in 
small umounts in 9 any 
heulthy animal’s — body, 
being set free by a pair 
of small glands, called 
adrenals, located near the 
kidneys. So a- chemical 
test showing the presence 
of the drugs in an animal’s

The research which led to 
the discovery of the pep-drugs 
has also disclosed the existence 
of highty effective dope-drugs. 
These the scientists tell me, 
could be given to slow down a 
racing antrnal without fear of 
detection.

Club veterinary surgeon with 
whom I spoke urged me to 
withhold the names of all tho 
drugs. They would remain 
effective, he told me even if 
given well in advance of the 
two pre-race hours during which 
greyhounds must be under tha 
control of track oMclals.
